Situation Difficult to Understand. 

This information coming in discon- 
nected cipher messages which admin- 
4stration officials themselves confessed 
some difficulty in understanding, was 
given to members of the senate com- 
mittee on foreign relations, fepubli- 
cans as well as democrats, and had 
the effect of staving off debate on the 
Mexican question, follow!ng sensational 
reports of a threatened severance of 
relations by the Huerta government. 

Officials, though somewhat skeptical 
of the outcome of the present negotia- 
tions, took the view that nothing 
could be done by the United States, at 
least... until Mr. Lind actually con- 
eluded his parleys with Huerta and his 
‘ eabinet with whom the American envoy 
bas established pleasant unofficial re- 
lations. 

One thing which confused the situa- 
tion today was the fact that only the 
first part of the Huerta note reject- 
ine the American proposal had been 
received. This was couched in cor- 
dial terms, setting forth the reasons 
why mediation or cutside interference 
is impossible of acceptance by the 
Huerta administration. It cited par- 
ticularly that the pride of the Mex- 
ican. people could not brook the settle- 
ment of an international controversy 
at forcign hands, but the principal ar- 
gument was not reached tn this Instal- 
ment of the document. 

Feeling of Hope Inspired. 

In the meantime news that subse- 
quently Mr. Lind had resumed negotia- 
tions with Huerta, inspired a feeling 
of hope that a eethide tangible might 
-esult from the interchange of views. 

There was an undercurrent of skep- 
ticism among some olticials, however, 
who were inclined to credit Senor 
Yrrutia, Mexican minister of interior, 
with the responsibility for the reports 
published today thet recognition had 
been demanded of the United States 
with a threat of stvering relations oe- 
tween the two countries. At the white 
house and state department the denial 
authorized by Provisional President 
Huerta was accepted. 

Reports of friction in the Huerta 
cabinet. however, were current and 
Huerta’s alleged declarations were cit- 
ed in official circles as possible evi- 
dence of friction, I* was peinted out 
that Urrutia had issued the first state- 
ment declaring that Mr. Lind would not 
be received unless he brought creden- 
tials recognizing the Huerta govern- 
ment. This position tater was repudi- 
ated not only by Frederico Gamboa, 
minister of foreign relations, but by 
Provisional President Huerta as well, 
both of whom received Mr. Lind and 
since expressed themselves in compli- 
mentary terms concerning his personal- 
ity, though at the outset Mr. Lind in- 
formed them he did not brirg recogni- 
tion of the Huerta government. 

Believed Huerta May Resign. 

It is believed here in some quarters 
that Provisional President Huerta has 
practically decided to resign in favor 
of Senor Gamboa, with the intention 
of being a candidate in the coming 
elections. No direct statement has 
come to the state department at any

THAW HIRES A LAWYER 
TO FIGHT DEPORTATION

Thaw Popular in Canada. 
Cheered by Great Crowd: 
Should He Be Deported He 


Will Be Placed on the Soil 
of New Hampshire. 


Ottawa, August 19.—Har yK. Thaw 
will be deported from Canada under 
the present plans of the Canadian im- 
migration department, because within 
the meaning of the Canadian immigra- 
tion act he is regarded as a “prohibit- 
ed person.” If custom ts followed, he 
will be sent back to New Hampshire, 
from which state he entered the domia- 
ion. 

It was late this afternoon when the 
department was officially notified of 
Thaw’'s apprehension and immediately 
Inspectors D. H. Reynolds and F. E. 
Whillans were dispatched to Sher- 
brooke with instructions to watch the 
case and institute proceedings to the 
above mentioned end. The department 
this afternoon wired the chief of po- 
lice at Sherboookg to hold Thaw un.- 
der the immigration act. 

Plain in Regard to.Thaw. 

The act seems plain in regard to 
Thaw’s case. There are certain classes 
who, under section 40, are not eligible 
to enter Canada, or who if they suc- 
ceed in doing so, are not permitted to 
remain here. The law states that 
idiots, imbeciles, insane people or erst- 
while criminals shall not enter the 
country, and if they succeed in elud- 
ing immigration officers they shall be 
deported forthwith. 

There {s an exception, however, and 
it is interesting to note that the ne- 
gro pugilist Johnson recently man- 
aged to pass through Canada under 
the clause which provides that one of 
the prohibited class who enters Canada 
carrying with him through transpor- 
tation to another country may not have 
his progress impeded. 

Information received here does not 
say whether Thaw had taken the pre- 
caution of securing such transporta- 
tion, though following so closely on 
the Johnson affair it is difficult to see 
how his legal advisers could have over- 
‘ooked this contingency.

Questions of the legality of Thaw’s 
arrest do not conflict with any action 
under the tmmigration act. Deporta- 


merely consist in arresting the ob- 
fect of deportation, and if there ts s1f- 
ficient evidence as to his fdentity and 
as to his disability to enter the coun- 
try, he is escorted across the border to 
a point seventy-five miles in the in- 
terior. 

The custom is to remove him through

United States have been notified under 
an agreement between the United 
States and Canada, in advance. It 1s 
likely Thaw wiil sent back to New 
Hampshire. 

Obiection to deportation proceeding3 
have rarely succeeded. as prohibited im- 
migrants have not under the act tne 
opportunity of resisting the inspectors 
of the immigration department. 

Once Thaw landed back over the 
border it will be a matter of domestic 
concern as to how he w!ll be further 
dealt with.

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THAW IS PREPARING 


Sherbrooke, Que., August 419.—Harry 
K. Thaw, cut short his flight from 
the state hospital for the criminal In- 
sane at Mattawan, N. Y., by arrest to- 
day at the village of St. Hermenen- 
glide de Garford, just over the Inter- 
national line from New Hampshire, 
prepared in his cell in the county jall 
here tonight to fight against being sent 
back to the United States. 

Thaw faces deportation on the ground 
that he is an undesirable alien and ex- 
tradition on a warant charging him 
with bribery. 

The warrant already issued in New 
York state on a charge of conspiracy 
will not suffice to extradite him, in the 
opinion of local authorities. These au- 
thorities received word tonight that the 
district attorney of Dutchess county, in 
which Matteawan is located, was On 
his way here prepared to answer to 4 
warrant charging Thaw with briberp—- 
an extraditiorable offense—if neces 
sary. 

Passing Through, Says Thaw. 

his own defense Thaw claims he 
was merely passing through Canada 
on his way to Detroit when his pas- 
sage was interrupted by his arrest. He 
exhibited what he Claimed to be trans- 
portation to Detroit in support of this 
claim, and’ cited the case of Jack 
Johnson to bear out his contention that 
he cannot be sent back to the United 
States by Canadian authorities so 
long as he simply was passing through 
the country and intends to go beynoa 
its borders. 

District Attorney Conger, of Dutchess 
county, New York, it is understood 
here, wants Thaw ordered deported and 
returned to the United States over that 
part of the international line touched 
by the state of New York. Thaw came 
into the dominion from New Hamp- 
shire, however, and if custom is ofl- 
lowed, he would go back to New Hamp- 
shire.

To Be Tried in State Court. 

Mrs. Edna Perkins Godbee is con- 
fined in the Jenkins county jail at 
Millen. She will be tried at the su- 
perior court of Jenkins county, which 
convenes next month. Her attorneys 
Stated today she will walve prelim- 
inary hearing and will make no at- 
tempt to secure Dail. 

It was first thought the case would 
be tried in the federal courts as the 
shooting occurred in the _ postoffice, 
but the building !n which the post- 
Office is located is only leased, not 
owned, by the government, hence the 
federal courts have no jurisdiction. 

A. S. Anderson, postmaster at Mil- 
len, received a telegram from the de- 
partment of justice in Washington 
Saying that the federal government 
could have nothing to do with the 
case, as it did not have jurisdiction, 
but that the case will have to be tried 
in the state court. 

The point was raised 
soon after the tragedy. Persons in- 
terested urged the postmaster to 
ascertain what stand the federal gov- 
ernment would take. The telegram 
was sent to him in answer to his in- 
quiry. 

Jealousx Caused the Tragedy. 

Anggr because she had failed to efifect 
a reconciliation with her former hus- 
band and because she was goaded by 
financial difficulties prompted Mrs. 
Edna Perkins Godbee to shoot and in- 
stantly kill Judge Godbee, and desper- 
ately woound his wife, Mrs. Florence 
Boyer Godbee. 

The real motive for the crime, which 
has shocked the entire state, was learn- 
ed today by a representative for The 
Constitution of a near relative of the 
woman who did the shooting. Mean-

pwns Mrs. Godbee, in her cell in the

“Mrs. Godbee had made numerous 
j}attempts to effect a reconcilation with

“There was no direct communication 
between the two, but the interchanges 
‘were made through their children. 
,_Judge Godbee refused to consider re- 
;marrying his former wife. 
“She was wealthy at one time, but 
had lost or spent most of her money. 
| This caused her to want to return to 
;her husband, who had an income of 
$350 a month. Judge Godbee had been 
|defraying the expenses of their daugh- 
;ter, Sarah, at a seminary. Mrs. God- 
| bee made Sarah refuse to accept moncy 
|from her father after he had rejected 
, her overtures. The girl missed a 
(whole year from school on this ac- 
,ccunt. Her mother was not financial- 
|ly able to send her to school and 
i would not let Judge Godbee do it. 
| Second Wedding Kills Hope. 

“When Judge Godbee was married 
on April 13 his former wife knew all 
‘hope of a reconciliation was gone, She 
jwas deeply resentful. She felt anoth- 
ler woman was enjoying the returns 
jfrom her money while she was in fi- 
}nanctal difficulties. She brooded over 
‘her supposed trouble and decided to 
|gwet revenge.” 

Mrs. Godbee obtained 
the weapon with 


‘on Saturday 
which she did the 
| shooting. She did not know hew to 
lload it and sent for P. G. Foote, a 
‘policeman, and asked him to load it 
|for her. 

“Will a thirty-two caliber gun kill 
as quick as a thirty-elght?” the officer 
quoted as saying she asked him. 
“Yes,” replied the officer. 

Mrs. Godbee merely smiled. She did 
not say what she intended to do with 
the weapon and the officer thought 
no more of the occurrence until he 
heard of the shooting. 

As she was leaving the scene of the 
tragedy yesterday after almost step- 
ping over the bodies of her victims, 
Mrs. Godbee met a man who had been 
a friend of the family for many years. 
He was hurrying to the postoffice in 
front of which the body of Judge 
Godbee and his wounded wife. stil] 
lay. 

“My God,” he sald, “what have you 
done, woman. You certainly have 
nerve.” 

Godbee Buried at Waynesboro. 

Waynesboro, Ga., August 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)-—-The funeral of Judge Walter 
S. Godbee, of Millen, was held here 
today at 11 o'clock, the Masons of Mil- 
len and Waynesboro joining in the cer- 
emonies.

the expressed wish of Mr. 
Godbee that. when his end came his 
body should be brought to Waynes- 
boro for burial. His tragic end was a 
shock to the entire community, for 
Mr. Godbee was well known and liked 
by all. 

Mr. Godbee was a native of Burke 
len and Waynesboro joining in the 
sixty-sixth district in 1857. For a long 
time he was a resident of Waynesboro. 
Casting his lot with Millen, he cham- 
pioned Jenkins county, and was suc- 
cessful in assisting materially in cre- 
ating the new county. He was very 
fond of outdoor sports, and was a 
newspaper man of note, having been 
the first editor of The Millen News. 
He had been a contributor to several 
papers, and was always the champion 
of right and justice. | 

He was married three times, his 
first wife being Margaret Speth. He

graret Godbee, who lives in Augusta. 
His second wife, Mrs. Edna Perkins

They 
were arrested in Reno, Nev., brought 
back to Sacramento and the two men 
charged by the federal government 
with violation cf the Mann act, which 
makes it a felony to transport women 
from one state to another for tmmoral 
purposes. 

Caminetti will be prosecuted, the 
government annuvunced tcday, when the 
jury has made up its mind about Diggs, 
and regardless of whether it finds him 
innocent or guilty or disagree. 

The other two witnesses were Mrs. 
Caminetti and Mrs. Diggs. They were 
questioned briefly and told of the 
sleeplessness, erratic, nervous behavior 
and air of merrimert which charac- 
terized their husbands for the week 
preceeding their flight. 

Mrs. Diges told how she fhhad wone 
with her troubles to her father-in-law. 
Mrs. Caminetti tried to tell how she 
had threatened to Interview Judge 
Hughes of the juvenile court, but, in- 
as much as she aid not go untill after 
the arrests in Reno the judge ueld 
her testimony immaterial. 

Women Flocked to Hear Diggs. 

Diggs was the center of interest. 
Handsomely gowned women etood two 
hours without luncheon in the oor- 
ridors of the federal building to hear 
his concluding testimony in the aft- 
ernoon.

MANY GENERAL BILLS 
SIGNED BY GOVERNOR 


Wayward Home for Girls Ap- 
proved, But Not to Be Prece- 
dent for New Expenditures. 


Practically all of the general bills 
enacted by the legislature at its last 
session were passed Up to the gover- 
nor and signed by him yesterday. 

Amone them were the general ap- 
propriatons bill, about which so 
much has been said; the inheritance 
tax bill, the bill creating a home for 
wayward girls, 
tration bill, the medical practice bill, 
the bill doubling the corporation tax 
and the “blue sky” Dill. 

The only one of these 
about which there had been any doubt 
of the governor's approval was the 
bill creating a home for wayward 
girls. It is understood that the true 
reason for the governor’s reluctance 
to sign this bill was that it created 
an additional annual drain on the 
state treasury at a time when the 
state was already heavily in debt. 

Debts Should Come First. 

It was certainly not from any ob- 
jection to the philanthropic motives 
underlying the creation of a home for 
wayward girls nor from a failure to 
recognize the need of such an insti- 
tution, but solely because the gover- 
nor holds to the old adage, applying 
to states as well as to individuals, 
that one should be just before he is 
generous—in other words, should pay 
his debts before he gives his money to 
charities. 

When the governor learned that 
$10,000 of the appropriation was for 
the purchase or erection of a home 
and $10,000 for maintenance, the lat- 
ter not being necessarily available 
for some time, he decided that he 
could sign the bill 

The bill provides for the selection 
by a committee to be appointed 
by the governor, consisting of three 
men and two women, who 
a site for the home and make other 
arrangements necessary for the in- 
auguration of the institution. The ap- 
pointments will probably not be an- 
nounced until the governor returns 
from his trip to Colorado, where he 
will attend the annual conference of 
governors. 

Atianta Charter Today. 

he Atlanta charter bill will prob- 
ably be one of the last which the 
governor signs. Clerk Boifeuillet 
said last night that, although he had 
had eight clerks busy copying the 
bill for two days, they had not yet 
finished it and it would not reach the 
governor until someAMime Wednesday.

THE WAYWARD GIRLS’ HOME. 


Governor Slaton yesterday approved 
the measure carrying an appropriation of 
$10,000 for the establishment of the state 
reformatory for wayward girls, with 
$10,000 additional for maintenance. 

The establishment of this institution 
has been made possible by the brighter 
outlook for the state finances incident to 
the enactment of the state equalization 
tax measure. 

At first it appeared that it would be 
impossible to get this appropriation 
through the general assembly, 
standing the tremendous pressure brought 
to bear from every part of the state and 
especially from the womén of Georgia. 

When the fact is taken into considera- 
tion that an appropriation for $20,000 rep- 
resents a tax valuation of $4,000,000 it will 
be seen that the step taken by the gen- 
eral assembly, and now approved by the 
governor, in authorizing the establishment 
of this institution is a very important one. 

Of course, as the institution grows and 
demonstrates its usefulness it will cost the 
state more and more, but the initial ap- 
propriation will no doubt stand at least 
until the: meeting of the new general as- 
sembly, which assembles two years hence. 
In the present status of its finances the 
state has taken an exceedingly commen- 
datory step in committing itself to the 
policy of establishing any new institution, 
but the worthiness of this appeal has been 
such as to fully justify the exception 
made by the general assembly. 

The state has operated a reformatory 
for boys for several years. This year 
there are two hundred boys, seveaty of 
them white, in the Milledgeville institu- 
tion. These youthful offenders against 
law and society instead of being merely 
imprisoned and punished are being sub- 
jected to influences intended to cure their 
evil tendencies. They are being educated 
and trained for moral self-support and 
useful citizenship. 

The state cannot afford to do less 
its wayward girls than it does for its 
fending boys; indeed, the influence of 
evil woman is worse than the influence of 
an unreformed man. 

There never has been any doubt as to 
Governor Slaton’s very cordial support of 
the principle underlying this measure. Had 
the state’s finances warranted it he would 
have been glad to have approved a Dill 
containing an appropriation two three 
times as large as that carried by the bill 
signed by him. But manifestly such an 
appropriation would have been unwar- 
ranted at this time. 

Not only the good women, but the good 
men of Georgia, are back of this measure 
and it may be confidently predicted that 
within the next two years this institution 
will be established on such a firm basis as 
to abundantly justify its creation and the 
comparatively small appropriation allowed, 
though when the fact is taken into con- 
sideration that even this appropriation 
represents a tax valuation of $4,000,000 it 
will be seen, after all, that the taxpayers 
are not lightly represented in the contri-

WESTERN INTERVIEW ON 
SOUTHERN CONDITIONS 


Rev. BE. A. Bazett-Jones, rector emeritus 
of the Church of the Advent, Nashville, 
Tenn., on a recent visit to a daughter in 
Evanston, IIL, was interviewed by The In- 
dex, of Evanston, concerning conditions and 
possibilities in the “new” south. 

Mr. Bazett-Jones is' an Englishman, who 
has lived many years in the United States, 
and is familiar with all sections of our 
country. “Father Bazett,” as his friends call 
him, says: 

“Since the civil war the south is working 
out its own salvation. The new south is 
made by southerners, comparatively few 
coming in from other portions of the United 
States and not many immigrants from abroad. 
Capital has been invested there so exten- 
sively that it has made a new country of 
it and at that they haven't really begun to 
develop the vast fields of coal, iron and 
mineral wealth, there still being mountains 
of it to which no railroads have yet been 
run. 

“The south has awakened with a new 
spirit. It was a good thing that slavery was 
abolished, but the “prevalent northern idea 
concerning slavery is all wrong. Uncle Tom's 
cabin was ridiculous. Slave owners did not 
beat or ill-treat their slaves, if for no other 
reason than that they were much too valua- 
ble property to be misused, but a man who 
did whip his slaves was looked upon with 
the same contempt that would be given a 
teamster here beating his horses. 

“We have no active race problem there; 
in fact, we have more of it here, from what 
I can learn. ‘The old slaves knew their 
masters thoroughly and loved them. They 
were Kept in comfort, many of them educat- 
ed and the descendants of that class con- 
duct themselves in a way which has the ap- 
proval of their white neighbors. We have 
the ‘Jim Crow’ cars where they are sepa- 
rated from the white people and we do not 
permit them to attend school with the white 
children. There are lazy, worthless, impu- 
dent blacks in the south, but they seem just 
as plentiful in the north. Fisk university 
in Nashville and their idea of educating the 
colored people, is in my opinion, commenc- 
ing too near the top. The negroes are taught 
Hebrew and the ‘isms.’ I think Booker 
Washington has the right idea in teaching 
them farming and the trades and the girls 
to cook and to sew and to enable them 
to make their own way in life and become 
good citizens. 

“Politics and the tariff cut some figure 
with us, but like other communities the 
country over, graft is being eliminated, and 
we are getting nearer to a representative 
Zovernment. 

“Under the plantation system that was 
universal before the war almost all the old 
estates were héavily mortgaged. The plant- 
ers were too proud to work. They got 
ready money by marketing cotton and to- 
bacco, which was always as good as cash, 
and if they needed more money slapped on 
another mortgage. When the war devas- 
tated that country those who rented had to 
adapt themselves to entirely changed condi- 
tions and to go to work. They did so, de- 
veloping the country until now our southern 
cities are full of active, energetic, up-to- 
date business men, making a living and 
gaining wealth from the development of the 
natural resources of the country. It is true 
that this has all been done with the aid 
of northern capital, but it has not been a 
work of philanthropy or a gift enterprise. 
Idle money sought profitable investment and 
found it here. The new south is a new, won- 
derful reality and the southerners who are 
making it are great, big, warm-hearted, 
brainy men, the finest type of Americans.’ 


South Pole Relics. 


(From The Indianapolis News.) 

There are now on view in London, at the 
Earl's court exhibition, a number of relics 
of the South pole which were brought back 
to civilization by the Terra Nova—the ant- 
arctic exploring ship. Among the articles 
are a big plain cooking pot, whose interior 
has been scraped clean and bare by men 
at the point of death by starvation; an 
empty provision bag, a sledging shovel, the 
inner lining of the tent in which the bodies 
of Captain Scott and his companions were 
found by the search party and a shabby 
novel. The book is a muckh-thumbed ‘“6-penny 
edition” of Mary Johnston’s story of old 
Virginia, “By Order of the Company.” Curi- 
ously enough, says The London Tit-Bits, the 
book, when picked up in Captain Scott’s tent, 
was open at the chapter headed, “We Go 
Qut Into the Night’—a sad recollection of 
the sacrifice of one of the men who “walked 
out into the night,” sacrificing himself, a 
dying man, in order to give others a chance. 

It is a pathetic and tmpressive collection, 
and not the least interesting feature is an 
exact model in section of the igloo, or cave, 
dug in the snow by the members of the 
northern party of the expedition, who were 
forced to winter in »Terra Nova bay owing 
to the ship being unable to pick them up. 
For seven months the party lived in the 
cave of snow and ice, on rations sufficient 
for only one month. There were. six men 
altogether, under Lieutenant Campbell, and 
they used blubber for everything—food, light 
and fuel. When found, their ice cave was 
as black as a coal mine with carbon, and 
so were the men. When Lieutenant Camp- 
bell visited the exhibition, he remarked to 
Lord Cheylesmor that he “shivered” when he 
looked upon the realistic reproduction of the 
igloo which brought back to his mind so 
vividly those terrible seven months. 

Among other relics might be mentioned 
the theodolite which fixed the position of 
the South pole, the camera with which pho- 
tographs of the pole were taken, sledging 
thermometer and compass, a repair bag, a 
lamp made from an empty tin to burn a 
mixture of vaseline and spirits, a typewriter, 
severa] sleeping bags, skis of Captain Scott, 
Lieutenant Bowers and Dr. Wilson, and an 
instrument box which Captain Scott and his 
party used on the return journey from the 
pole. The tent of death is perhaps the most 
striking of the relics. It is the inner lining 
only, the outer covering having been used 
as a pall for the bodies—a tiny structure 
hardly, to all appearances, fit shelter against 
the antarctic blizzard. 


High Cost of Motion Picture Films. 


(From Answers, London.) 

Every frequenter of the motion picture 
theaters must have been struck, at some’ time 
or another, by the luxurlousness of the stage 
setting of most of the society dramas—the 
magnificence of the decorations, the richness 
of the furnishing, and the costliness of the 
dresses worn by the performers. 

Few, however, have any real conception 
of the huge cost of these things, or appre- 
ciate the pains taken by the big film pro- 
ducing companies to get the best of every- 
thing. 

Take, for instance, the costumes of the 
principal actresses. The capitals of Europe 
are ransacked for the latest “creations” in 
millinery and modes. When Miss Miriam 
Nesbit and Miss Mary Fuller were las. over 
here with the Edison company, they paid a 
visit to Paris for the purpose of purchas- 
ing a stock of such things for future Edison 
productions, and in two days’ shopping they 
spent more than $15,000. | 

Miss Lottie Briscoe, the Lubin star actress, 
recently played in a film which necessitated 
no fewer than fourteen changes of costumes, 
each costing on an average about $75, and 
she needs, when on tour, twenty trunks for 
her wardrobe.

WAS THERE A PLOT TO ASSASSINATE LINCOLN? 


For more than fifty years countless stor- 
ies have appeared of an attempt to assassin- 
ate President-elect Lincoln in Baltimore 
while he was en route from his home in 
Springfield, Ill, to Washington to become the 
head of the nation. These stories have been 
quite conflicting and perhaps were founded 
upon real evidence or perhaps were merely 
worked out of an imagination that such @ 
thing might happen. That it was well to 
take the precaution that was taken in order 
that no risks were run in getting Lincoln to 
the Capital City there is no doubt, and that 
Baltimore, like many other border cities, 
and indeed cities in the north, contained an 
element that might have wished ‘or his 
destruction is also true, but was there really 
a conspiracy that was of such a character 
that it Would have been possible to succeed 
in Baltimore? 

Many articles have been printed on this 
subject, and many chapters in history and 
biography have related graphically the 
plans that had been formulated by the con- 
spirators, but even those of the most recent 
date or from the pen of persons who should 
be thoroughly conversant with how much of 
a conspiracy existed, if any at all, has left 
the subject to grave doubt because of the 
very meager details that they have been 
able to give. 

In a recent long article, a prominent 
magazine published Alan Pinkerton’s hither- 
to unpublished tale of what had been oc- 
curring in Baltimore from the time it be- 
came known that Lincoln was to pass 
through that city. Pinkerton hints at a 
great conspiracy. He accuses the Baltimore 
police as being entirely in the hands of the 
Secession element, whose leader was George 
P. Kane. He says the plan of the conspira- 
tors was skillfully laid, and that “one of the 
leading spirits in the plot was a barber, 
whose name I do not recall.” From his 
statements you would be led to infer that a 
band of cutthroats controlled Baltimore. 

All this was hardly proved by later 
events, even though a mob of ruffians did 
fire upon a body of Massachusetts troops as 
they passed through the Baltimore streets a 
short time thereafter. Mr. Pinkerton claim- 
ed to have mingled with the would-be assas- 
sins and added that no one’s life was safe 
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in their hands. If such conditions actually 
existed, why, when Lincoln had been smug- 
gled through Baltimore anda gotten safely to 
Washington, did not the detective force or 
the Secret Service Department return to Bal- 
timore w’th the evidence they had and bring 
the conspirators to justice? Thousands of 
union officers and eminent statesmen in 
sympathy with the north passed through Bal- 
timore during the rebellion and were never 
molested. What became of the big conspir- 
acy that had been hatched, if it actually ex- 
isted? 

All these questions are asked by those 
who take a broad- view of the supposed at- 
tempt that was to be made upon the life of 
L‘ncoln. And why was such an attempt to be 
made in the station at Baltimore? As the 
president was passing through the station, 
the story goes, and was about to enter his 
carriage, the conspirators were to start a 
free-for-all fight, and in the midst of the ex- 
citement the assassin was to shoot Lincoln. 

This would seem like a bungling plot and 
one that was not likely to be successfully 
carried into effect for the reason that in 
every city, in those excited times, the presi- 
dent was so carefully guarded that it was not 
likely that anyone could have got near 
enough to his carriage to fulfill the design, 
from the mere fact everyone was watching 
with the closest suspicion. 

Lossing, the historian, states “It was al- 
leged that statesmen, bankers, merchants and 
others were engaged in the conspiracy, and 
they were meeting secretly in a private room 
in Taylor's building, on Fayette street near 
Calvert.” Who were these “statesmen, bank- 
ers, merchants?” No names were ever men- 
tioned. If the detective force of the United 
States knew of such meetings and knew who 
the men were, why were they allowed to go 
on with their plans, unmolested? 

There may have been threats, there may 
have been a plot in Baltimore. Lincoln 
might have met with foul play. But all 
these things are problematical, for there has 
never been any evidence produced to show 
that the threats were more than idle gos- 
sip, the plot of any great importance, surely 
not involving “statesmen. bankers, mer- 
chants, etc.” nor any real connected conspir- 
acy of any kind.

Section hands works for $1.40 a day and 
travel to and from their job on private cars.

Section 
hands have saved hundreds of American rall- 
roads from bankruptcy by getting their pay 
cut to $1.10 a day. 

Section hands are so called because they 
work with their hands and let the roadmas- 
ter do the worrying. The section hand wears 
a shovel all day and takes it to bed w'th him 
at night. When he lays aside his shovel it 
is a sign that he is ill and unless something 
is done for him soon he will fade away. No 
one has ever seen a section hand in a hurry. 
If the section hand should hurry he would be 
so much work that the president of the

and I agree with you that we should have 
an outing.

That is amusing 
and inexpensive, and far more satisfactory 
in the long run than bumping over the roads 
in a hired automobile, with the knowledge 
that when you get back home you'll have to 
dig up every nickel you have laid away for 
winter use. 

“T am astonished at your suggestion, Mrs. 
Jamesworthy. Here you stand, a woman of 
mature years, supposed to have your facul- 
ties on straight, and yet you calmly make a 
preposterous proposition that would cause 
ridicule in an institution for the feeble mind- 
ed. 

“There is some satisfaction In riding in 
an auto that you own. If I had as many 
kinds of money as I have bunions I’d own the 
finest car in this neighborhood. Then we 
could go touring around over the country- 
side, the admiration of the sturdy peasantry. 
We could and would feel that we were cut- 
ting a wide swath in social as well as sport- 
ing circles, and we could cultivate an atmos- 
phere of hauteur that would cause plebelans 
to take their hats off when addressing us. 
I like to be envied by other people as much 
as any man. 

“But what satisfaction is there in riding 
in a hired car? In the first place, it’s al- 
ways out of whack, and after you travel 
three versts something breaks, and the chauf- 
feur has to crawl underneath with a crowbar 
and a monkey wrench, and the ladies in the 
party have to walk a quarter of a mile up 
the road to avoid hearing his comments. And 
when the machinery is fixed, and the car I!s 
in motion, it makes more nolse than three 
freight engines on a trestle, and farmers 
whose horses are scared begin using their 
shotguns, and there is unpleasantness all 
round. 

“In the second place, Mrs. Jamesworthy, 
vour careful drivers never are careful. These 
livery chauffeurs are the most reckless des- 
peradoes on earth, and they take a fiendish 
delight.in running over hogs and dogs and 
cattle, knowing that the man who chartered 
the car will have to foot the bill. My friend 
Ezekiel Playfair had occasion to hire an au- 
to some time ago, and by the time he got 
done paying for the live stock killed on that 
excursion he was a broken man, and he 
never smiled again. 

“Rut the chief objection to your plan is 
the fact that everybody Knows a livery auto 
as far off as it can be seen or heard. There's 
something about such a machine that gives 
it away everywhere. You can't fool the 
proletariat into thinking that you're riding 
in your own car. You may look as majestic 
as you please, but the innocent bystanders 
will size you up. If we went touring in a 
borrowed car ,eyerybody would say: ‘There 
goes JameswoMhy and his infatuated family 
riding arourtt\in an old tin auto, and think- 
ing they are making a great hit!” And when 
I appeared again in the clanging mart every- 
body would be joshing me until I resorted 
to violence. 

“Put that foolish notion out of your head, 
Mrs. Jamesworthy, and if you must have 
an outing, take your umbrella and walk 
around the block.”

Tax returns for Fulton county for 
the vear 1913 were announced yester- 
day by Tax Receiver T. M. Armistead. 
They show a gain for the year cf 
$10,823,080 over the year 1912. 

The total property valuations of the 
county are $122,198,115, as compared 
with $111,375,035 for 1912. The total 
returns for the state last year were 
$842,358,342. Allowing for an increase 
of $20,000,000 in the tax returns this 
vear, which !s probably a liberal estl- 
mate, the returns for 1913 will be 
$862,000,000 in round numbers. 

It will thug be seen that Fulton 
cYyunty alone returns 14.2 per cent. or 
nearly one seventh of all the taxes 
of the state. The increase for Ful- 
ton county is nearly $3,000,000 in excess 
of the net increase from all the other 
137 counties of the state so far heard 
from. ; 

The various totals are as follows: 

County real estate, $4,708,460; city 
real estate, $81,023,490; bank shares, $6, 
817,075; stocks and bonds, $1,097,825; 
money notes and accounts, $10,385,175; 
merchandise, $8,915,400: automobiles,

ceiver Sullivan, who is in charge of 
the work, received more Stone for 
filter beds than he anticipated, 
he is now in hepes of having three 
instead of two filter beds in opera- 
tion within fifteen days. The remain- 
ing six acres of beds will be finished 
some time in October. 
“If the quarriés conttnue shipping 
stone as fast as they have been we 
will have the plant ready earlier than 
we anticipated,’ Engineer Hansel says 
‘““lhe small details of construction are 
now being picked up.” 
The city is looking.to the county 
c¢emmissioners to clear the creek bed 
of debris and straighten the channel. 
According to Captain Clayton this work 
is not only advantageous to the suc- 
cessful operation of the plant, but is 
necessary to eliminate any possibility 
of a nuisance arising during the first 
few weeks of operation. With only 
two acres of filter beds in operation, 
the product coming from the plant 
will not be absolutely free of bac- 
teria and unless the creek is cleared 
to carry the effluent straight out to 
the tiver a disagreeable condition 
might arise. 
The county commissioners have 
agreed to remove the debris frém the 
creek. The work was passed up a 
year and a half ago, but because there 
was no pressing need then nothing 
was ever done to hasten the work. 
Now that the plant !Is complete, and 
there is prospect of heavy fall rains 
which will overflow the creek and 
back up into the plant, the urgent 
necessity of the work is apparent. 
The cotunty commissioners will prob- 
ably take some action looking toward 
the remedying of the condition at the 
meeting Saturday morning.
